BOOK NOTES

The Bible is collection of 66 
smaller documents or books. 
Thirty nine of these are 
grouped together to form what 
is referred to as the Old 
Testament (O.T.). The other 
twenty seven books form what 
is called the New Testament 
(N.T.). (Roman Catholic Bibles 
include several extra 
documents in the O.T.). 

The titles "Bible", "Old 
Testament" .and "New 
Testament" do not actually 
appear in the text of the 
documents themselves. 
Rather, they are descriptive 
names used to refer to the 
respective collections of books. 
"Bible" actually comes from a 



Greek word which means 
"book". "Testament" means 
"covenant". The O.T. was 
completed long before the 
birth of Jesus. The N.T. was 
written after His death and 
resurrection. 

While the O.T. and the N.T. 
are commonly bound together 
with string and/ or glue, they 
are also bound together in a 
supernatural method that is 
quite fascinating. I am 
referring to predictions 
contained in the O.T. which, 
according to the N.T., have 
actually happened to Jesua of 
Nazareth. 

Two major passages of this 
type are: 1) Isaiah,chapter 52, 
verse 13 through to the end of 
chapter 53, and 2) Psalm 22, 
verses 1, 6-8 and 14-18. 



These passages were likely 
written about 700 B.C. and 
1000 B.C., respectively. They 
speak of the trial and 
crucifixion of someone referred 
to in Isaiah as the "servant" of 
God. The passage in Isaiah 
explains what this servant 
would accomplish by his 
suffering. Psalm 22 predicts a 
number of the details 
surrounding the crufixion. 

You can read about the 
crufixion in any of the first 
four books of the N.T. (These 
four books are known as the 
gospels). 

For example, Matthew, 
chapter 26, verse 47 through 
chapter 27 verse 60 is an 
historical account of the 
arrest, abuse, trial, crucifixion 
and burial of Jesus. 



I would strongly recommend 
that you take half an hour or 
so and read through these 
passages for yourself. It 
would likely be a powerful 
experience. 

If you do not have a Bible, 
you can find a couple in the 
reference section of the Mac 
library, facing the card 
catalogues. If I can be of any 
help, drop by MS1-068. 

By the way, Isaiah 53 seems 
to end on sort of a cheerful 
note, whereas the verses I 
mentioned in Matthew end 
with the burial of Jesus. If 
you read further in Matthew, 
until you have read the first 
p&Ft of chapter 28, you will 
find some cheerful stuff there 
too. In fact, it just might 
make your day.

deeper in their quest for 
knowledge, isn't there a risk 
that they (or, we, the future 
scientists) reach a point where 
they'll lose site of the original 
problem? Many "brilliant" 
discoveries were make by 
scientists who took a step 
back and looked at the 
problem in a more global 
aspect, in an attempt to 
"unify" certain separate 
theories in one complete 
theory. Possibly the best 
example is Einstein unifying 
the corpuscular and "wave" 
theories of light into the 
quantum theory. A work more 



important than relativity itself. 

Of course, this is easier said 
than done but it is a fact that 
people tend to remember the 
global theories more than the 
very specific ones. And this 
is good as, to me, the global 
theories are much more 
important. At the present 
time, industries tend to prefer 
hiring "generalists" more than 
"specialists" probably for that 
same reason. I sincerely 
believe that more emphasis 
should be placed, at the PhD 
level, on looking back at what 
science has accomplished up to 
now before digging even 



deeper. Science would 
probably advance faster this 
way and yield more holistic (I 
hate using this overused word, 
but it fits) concepts of nature. 

Nature is complex and 
breaking it into smaller pieces 
may not yield many results 
after a while. 

All of us should keep this in 
mind as we progress in our 
separate fields of study. If 
you have any comments about 
this discussion please feel free 
to write them up for the next 
issue of the Harvest; feedback 
is also important for progress.

THE FILM BUFF

For a person who basically 
dislikes science fiction almost 
as much as westerns, it is odd 
that three of my favorite 
films should be science fiction 
and one of them having the 
plot of the classic western 
"High Noon". 

Perhaps, it is not so much 
science fiction I dislike as it 
is the Star Wars series and its 
imitators with their schoolboy 
heroics, their Disney cute 
robots and aliens and their 
total predictability. 

BLADERUNNER...A genuine 
science fiction film, this 
Ridley Scott production is 
daring, thought provoking and 
visually impressive. Harrisson 
Ford stars aa a futuristic 
Philip Marlow hired to find 
and "terminate" four replicants 



who have escaped and returned 
to earth to try and find a way 
to extend their four year 
lifespan. As the Blade Runner 
begins to track them down, he 
begins to question his values, 
for these humanoids, who are 
considered only as machines 
with no feelings, to be 
destroyed at their creator's 
will, are in many ways 
superior to him, and the 
shallow and selfish society of 
an ugly world. Bladerunner is 
a very visual film, it relies 
mainly on atmosphere and 
mood that it creates with its 
stunning huge sets, fine 
cinematography and a "bluesy" 
soundtrack. I would 
recommend this movie very 
highly. I like "effect", but not 
just for its own sake. A film 
should have something to say 
as well, and how these two 
things are combined, along 



with good dialogue, go into the 
making of a classic film. 

ALIEN... A superb cinematic 
combination of science fiction 
and horror, this is a heart 
pounding visually astounding 
shocker. The actors are 
excellent as the crew of a 
futuristic' cargo ship that picks 
up an unwanted passager, that 
is, an alien that lives on 
human flesh and continually 
changes form. An interesting 
change is that the main 
protagonist is a woman who 
realizes that it is not only the 
alien that she is up against. 
Another Ridley Scott effort 
and one not to miss. 

OUTLAND...Sean Connery 
stars as the two fisted 
marshall in this futuristic 
remake of High Noon, directed 
by Peter Hyams. The realistic 
sets and the utterly believable 
situation of having a crew of 



miners working on Jupiter's 
moon, is together with a good 
performance from Sean 
Connery make this film a 
must-see. As the miners start 
dying in mysterious accidents, 
through apparent insanity and 
suicide, the hero must 
investigate the occurences 
against the opposition of the 
mine operator and without any 
help from the miners. The 
confined quarters of the crew, 
the ship reminiscent of an air 
craft carrier and the use of 
regular weapons instead of 
laser guns adds to the realism 
of this film. Connery, as he 
has proved in many pictures, is 
one of the few actors today 
who can play a fully creditable 
adventure hero.
